Camel, , tlie six-year-old son of Cameron and Gold 
Wing, is ciitithsi to classifi<‘at ion as the busies! 
Iiorsi* of recent years, lu Ids five seasons of racing. 
Camel has lie<ui a participant in 2U8 races on the 
rci'ogiiized tracks of this iinintry. to say nothing cf 
iiuiiMTiais starts at fair iiietdlogs and in other 
••bush" racing of wliieli there is no record. It Inis' 
Is-eii the praeiu-e of liis owner. H. McCarren. Jr., to 
eauipaign Camel ainl olln^rs <if bis horses at minor 
iiK^tings lH*tw<s-n si'asoiis at tlie more important rac 
lag i-euters. and as liorses run pretty frequently at 
such meetings, it is safe to eoiicliide that Camel has 
startetl many a time in addition to bis recorded per 
formaue<>s. 

Camel has done all his racing in the McCarren 
colors extvpt for a short |M‘riod at the outset of bis 
«-areer, wIh-ii he ran a few races in the name of his 
Iiiieeder. Colonel Milton Voiiiig. He enjoyed his ban- 
ner wdson as a four-.vear-o!d in 1910. when he ran 
many really ereditalile races on tta* Kentucky tracks 
aial won over A'l.OiXt. During that season he showed 
form that was siiiierior to that of the average sell- 
ing plater and he also made a good showing in 1911. 
luit the pr«*s«‘nt year has fiaiiul his usefulness con- 
siderably impaired and his earnings corresiamdingly 
iliuiinislusl. It is not improbable that if Camel eon 
tiiiiK's ill training for a season or two longer be will 
surpass laigaii's remarkable record of having started 
in :IM) races. altlKsigb there is no likeliiMMid that he 
will win as many races or as much money as that 
woislerfiil ••iron lionie.” Logan retireil in 1.<W), 
when he was eleven years old. after having been in 
1 raining for nine seasons, during wbieli be won 
s«‘venl.v-slx of ids iCsi starts an<i was unplaced only 
1<»7 tinios. His record in money won is $it4.:t40. 
Cantel falls far short of this n-cord in winnings and 
nniniwr of firsts and has linisbed iinplactid oftener 
Ilian otherwisi*. Camel's reeortl is chi^y interesting 
<Hi aeiiHint of the frequency with which' he has b^*n 
raced ami l<e<-ause of the 'lossibility that in another 
seas«m he may closely approach, if not excel, Logan’s 
showing in this n-s|»eet.
